As for example, when they al! testified that sbe 
hed «aid that Anarchy did mot ‘‘neerssarily meas violence," My 
memory is clear that she did not use the word mecewmrily is thet 
connection; asi, sisco Anarchism stands for the very segation of 
violemee, my Waren telle me thal my memory la to be trusted; for 
Mim Goldman certainly knows what Asarchiem stands fot. Fur 
another thing, these witnewes sald that Miss Goldman declared 
berwlf sa agalaat the government, whereas, her address being in ite 
nature academie, she was concerned only in explaising that As- 
archiem was opposed to government—ell governmest. Kde did aot 
we the definite article in that connection. 

All the evidence offered by these detectives was equally. slip 
shod, similarly incorrect, nnd marked by the identical errors. Their 
Warte may oot have besi as oov, bot it was plainly apparent thet 
Chole minds had but a single thought.

Criminal, os a role, bate 
me strong desire for parentage, end they would be exterminated 
mpidly if igeotaece, promoted by the Comstock law, dit not compet 
them to eontiowe to propegsle their Ried Poverty would. deerran, 
became the poor no loger would have oodesined chibimn ami the 
labor market no longer would Le overstorked. 

Few, if any, comumptives, of peroes affected with heemditary 
diame, wembi row the risk of communicating disease of wenkened 
constitutions to their children if they knew a safe way to ereid 
having children witboot the practice of aleolete continenry. Tostesd 
of laws revtrleting marriage, what je seeded i» the abolition of the 
law whieh forbide the imparting of sexual knowlelge to mee aod 
women, There wight still enntinne to be case of injudicious wat- 
ing and some children might still be broaght into the wort whe hail 
better never been bora, bet the percentage of sock rans certainly 
will be greatly deereased whee enlightenment takes the place of 
igneraner.

Now, from the fact that propagation iè merely sn expression of 
eel division, and from the further fact that fertilisation le only à 
lifesaving set aod sot à lifeereatiog or reprodeciog at through 
the uniin Of soealied ‘‘eee elements," H le clearly evideot that 
covtact fertilising amocistion (expressed only in sexed germ anite 
asd tbe higher equatic and lapd animals) le purely the revolt of as 
impale within tbe individual unit to requin « fertilised life, und be

of the recently discovered frets ot blolegy clearly demonstrate (hat

LETTERS TO LOS ANGELES MEETING OF PROTEST. 

The following ia tbe list of letters sent to be read at the Los 
Angelos masa meeting of protest, held at Mammoth Dall, March le, 
1992, but whith, om Beet of the tee of tha bour—after the 
speech making was doee—were not tok.

Pythagoras of Samos, who died 500 years before the be- 
Finning of the Christian era, taught the doctrine of ute 
#ychosia, or tho transmigration of soul», a doctrine similar 
in many respecta to that of reincarnation, taught by the Buit- 
dhists and the theosophists, It is a significant fect that the 
Yeading theosophical magazine, published by Madame Blavat- 
sky, was started under the name of Lucifer. This name, a 
has often been stated in thewe columns, literally maiis the 
light-bearer.
